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CONSTITUTION. 


WHEREAS, God’s people are commanded to strive together in union of 
interest and effort, elements of successful enterprise; therefore, in behalf 
of this principle, we, the Missionary Baptists of North Carolina, holding 
to the true Missionary faith, do agree to form ourselves into an Associa 
tion for our mutual benefit, having in view the following objects: 

1. The establishment of union among our churches upon proper prin- 
ciples, embracing discipline, government and organization; to encourage 
among our brethr en, by all lawful Chris stian means, education, industry, 
and self-reliance, general i improvement, and especially spir itual advance- 
ment. 

2. To do all in our power to comply with the commission of Christ to 
spread the Gospel as far as our means will permit. To secure these ends, 
we pledge ourselves to God and to each other to sustain, by our prayers, 
and efforts, and means, as God shall enable us, the principles embodied 
in this our Constitution: 

ARTICLE 1. This Association shall be known by the name and style of 
THE UNION MISSIONARY Baptist ASSOCIATION of North Carolina. The 
objects shall be substantially as enumerated in the above Preamble. 

ARTICLE 2. [ts officers shall consist of a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer, and Executive Board to 
transact its business during its recess, and shall be elected annually. 

ARTICLE 38. It shall be the duty of the President to call the meetings 
of the Association, decide all points of order, sign all bills that need his 
signature, and enforce the rules of the Association. He shall have a 
vote only in case of a tie, when he shall cast the deciding vote. 

ARTICLE 4. The Secretary shall keep a correct record of all proceed- 
ings of the Associotion, sign all orders upon the Treasurer, keep all the 
books and stationery of the Association, and prepare its transactions for 
publication. 

ARTICLE 5. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspon- 
dence relative to the business of the Association, and he shall be the 
Secretary of the Executive Board. All orders on the Treasurer from 
the Executive Board shall be signed by the Chairman and Secretary of 
said Board. 

ARTICLE 6. The Treasurer shall keep all moneys delivered to him by 
the Secretary of the Association, giving his receipt to the Secretary for 
the same. * He shall pay out no money except upon an order signed by 
the President and Secretary. I 

ARTICLE 7. Any church wishing to join the Association must do so by 
letter or Delegate, and must be regularly organized. ‘Delegates to this 
Association must be provided with the proper credentials, siened by the 
Pastor and Clerk of the church sending them. Churches joining this 
Association are supposed to be governed by its laws. 

ARTICLE 8. This body shall be composed of Delegates chosen by the 
churches connected with it, each church being entitled to three Dele- 
gates. 

ARTICLE 9, In the selection of these Delegates the churches shall pay 
strict regard tothe moral and intellectual qualification of those appointed, 
and have due regard for ths rules and best interest of the church. 

ARTICLE 10. It shali be the duty of the Association to appoint an Ex- 
ecutive Committee, which shall consist of Elders and Deacons, to whom 
may be submitted the communication of any plan adopted. Said com- 
mittee shall be answerable for their official acts to the Association. 

ARTICLE 11. The Association shall not maintain permanent fellowship 
towards any of her churches which neglect to institute and preserve 
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proper or Gospel order among their members, nor towards any of her 
churches and ministers who treat her Constitution with contempt, but 
shall sustain, with all her influence, such as promote Gospel principles 
and order. 

ARTICLE 12. It shall be the province of the Associatian to invite visit- 
ing and corresponding brethren to seats, who shall be entitled to speak 
on any point under consideration, but not to vote. 

ARTICLE 18. The annual session of this Association shall begin on 
Friday after the second Sunday in October, at such places as may be 
chosen. 

ARTICLE 14. By appointment of the Association there shall be an 
Introductory Sermon preached, and also a Charity Sermon. 

ARTICLE 15. The Constitution may be amended at any annual session 
by a vote of two-thirds of those present. 

ARTICLE 16. Without special permission from the Association, no one 
will be allowed to speak more than once upon any one subject, nor 
longer than ten minutes, and shall be allowed only one reply, to be lim- 
ited to five minutes. 

ARTICLE 17. All amendments to the Constitution, Rules of Order or 
Decorum, to be offered during the session, must be stated or read on 
the first day of the session. 

ARTICLE 18. All ordained ministers desiring to become members of 
this body must come in through the door of the Association. 


Bryr=-LAWS 


ARTICLE 1. This Association shall not recognize or receive any church 
having as members any person or persons excluded from any other 
church. 

ARTICLE 2. Any minister connected with any church of this Associa- 
tion who shall be known to teach or preach any doctrine inconsistent 
with its law shall be silenced or dealt with for trespass. 

ARTICLE 3. All churches of this body are especially requested to take 
special care of their pastors, and use all efforts to help them to gain 
instruction in the ministry. 

ARTICLE 4. That from this time forward no church within the juris- 
diction of this Association shall license any minister to preach unless he 
can read the Bible. 

ARTICLE 5. Any Elder or minister found intoxicated, or who visit 
places of ill repute, such as bar-rooms, etc., or knowingly indulge i in any 
immorality, such as living in cohabitation without being lawf ally mar- 
ried, or acting in any manner such as will bring reproach upon the Bap- 
tist faith and profession, shall be called before a Council of Elders and 
dealt with for breach of good behavior. 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


ARTICLE 1. The President and Clerk shall hold their offices from the 
election at one session until the election of officers at the next session, 
and it shall be their duty to occupy their respective stations and proceed 
regularly to organization. 

ARTICLE 2. The President shall call the Association to order; or, in his 
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absence, the Vice-President shall act; and if he is absent, the Secretary 
must open the session. 

ARTICLE 38. There shall be singing and prayer at the opening of each 
day’s session. 

ARTICLE 4. Delegates shall enroll their names by letter, or other evi- 
dence of election. Letters read and statistical matters noted. 

ARTICLE 5. Visiting brethren from other Associations not Delegates 
may be invited to seats by a majority vote of the body. 

ARTICLE 6. The Association shall prceeed to organize by electing a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer, who, when elected, 
shall take their seats.

5. We believe in the doctrine of man’s impotency to recover himself 
from the fallen state he is.in by nature, of his own free will and ability.
